The  Olrls'  Friendly  Society  was 
started  in  a  Uttle  English  village 

In  May.  1874,  when  Mrs  Townsend. 
the  foundress,  invited  the  vlcar  of 
the  Parish  ot  bt.  (iiles.  Reading 
and  three  ladies,  f-o  duscus-s  what 
could  be  done  (or  girl.s  who  were 
KOing  out  into  the  world  amongst 
.strangers.  After  a  long  talk,  they 
decided  to  find  frletuls  for  the  girls 
wherever  they  might  go. 

The  next  year.  1875,  the  Olrls' 
I'Yiendly  Society  wa-s  formally  or- 
■..Atu/rd  ui  I.i4mbeth  Pala'e  L.^ndon 
and  the  An  hbi.shop  of  Canlrrbury 
be«.amr  it.s  j)atron  Four  years  \iiirr. 
tiranchr.>  were  at  work  m  ten  Bng- 
.sh  dioceses,  and  al.o  m  Scotland. 
Ireland  and  the  United  States.  In 
1890.  Queen  Victoria  became  the 
first  royal  patron  of  the  society, 
.she  wa.s  also  an  associate,  and  had 
memtK-rs  of  her  own. 

The  movement  .spread  to  Canada 
in  1882,  when  branches  were  organ- 
ized at  FYedericton  and  Toronto, 
followed  soon  after  by  branches  In 
Ottawa,  Montreal,  Saint  John  and

resignation  from  the  presidency,  a 
number  of  the  members  Joined  the 
cathedral  branch,  whicii  had  been 
organized  In  1!>()0  by  Mrs  Pcrrln. 
wife  of  ttic  ULshop  of  the  difx-esr 

Mrs  Harold  Nation.  2380  Windsor 
Road.  Ls  the  pre.*;enl  head  of  the 
iocal  branch,  which  includes  mem- 
ben  all  over  the  Island,  and  Miss 
O.  Barnard  Is  aeting  secretary.

Fruit  Growers  Must  Be 

Blamed  on  Government 


Any  ;iAv>  U)  the  fruit  growers  Cf 
ihLs  province,  and  to  the  strawberry 
growers  of  the  Saanich  Peninsula 
during  the  present  aeaaon  could  only 
be  attributed  to  the  lack  oH  sympa- 
thy given  to  the  appeals  that  had 
been  made  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  have  the  Dumping  Act  put 
Into  force,  declared  Hon.  S  F.  Tol- 
mle  at  the  close  of  his  manifesto 
address  in  the  West  Saanich  In.sli- 
tute  Hall  lasl  night 

Dr.  Tolnue  spoke  of  the  efforts 
that  hiul  lieen  made  by  hiin.si  i:  .md 
other  ( 'on.se rvative  members  of  this 
proMiKc  to  prevent  the  withdrawal 
of  the  Dumping  Act.  Their  argu- 
ments, however,  fell  on  unsympa- 
thetic ears.  The  Liberal  Govern- 
Iment  was  too  busy  holding  favor 

with  the  group  of  !ir.  trad-  I,ihcr:ils 
from  the  West.  \i.iio;.r  only  idea  was 
cheap  produce  no  matter  What  the 
cost  to  the  producer. 

He  told  of  how  tail-end  crop.s  from 
the  United  .States  were  dumped  on 
the  Praii  If  markel  as  Ontario  as- 
paragus and  British  Columbia  atraw- 
berrlea  were  just  entering  on  thr 
market.  Preston  had  applied  for  the 
Dumping  Act  to  be  applied,  along 
with  other  polnt-s  t  i'n  hat  their 
$65,000  crop  wa.s  m  unpird.N  from 
United  .states  importation  No  ac- 
tion had  bi  en  taken  b.\  OL;.Hwa.  how- 
ever, and  any  lo.ss  that  wa.s  felt  by 
the  fr.ii'k:  rowers  could  only  be  at- 
tribut,  i  '  l  this  lack  of  sympathy  on 
tlic  part  of  the  Federal  Government. 

Mr.  W.  O.  Walhice.  presided  over 
the  meeting,  which  was  probably  the 
most  important  one  of  the  election 
campaign  inasmuch  as  it  was  at  thus 
meeting  that  Dr.  Tolmie  outlined 
the  Coii.se rvative  policy  to  the  peo- 
ple of  liLs  own  constituency.
